HAIL DOES DAMAGE FIFTY-FIFTY A SUUARE DEAL, _MISCELLANEOUS | 


The forty-two who signed their names to the iron-clad contract of 
Chautauqua will each have to pay in the neighborhood of $10 a-piece 
to meet the terms of the contract, which prescribed that the local” com- 
mittee bind themselves to donate the provecds of 550 season tickets at 
$2.50 each—$1,350. In addition to this the committee was bound to 
pay for the seating, the license, the lighting, the piano, the advertising, 
furnish men to put up the tent, provide ushers, and everything but pay 
directly the travelling experses and salaries of the artists. And besides 
this, if more than the 550 tickets were sold, the whole of the money for 
the surplus tickets go to Chautauqua—none to the local committee. 


1t is well that the forty-two are willing to put up the money, and 


are also willing to dib in and help the forty or so pioneers of this sea- 
son’s Chautauqua in their troubles next year, if they have any. 

Chautauqua is a good thing, a splendid thing, an education, but it 
seenis to The Call that the terms of the contract are alittle too one- 
sided, and an effort should be made by the eighty or so guarantore of 
next year to see if some more favorable terms to themselves could not 
be made. Their contract simply means that Chautauqua takes no risks, 
and practically provides against the possibility of the local committee 
getting any of the surplus for patriotic or any other purpose. Of the 
loose seat sales, the local committee got but 25 per cent, which means 
that out of about $700 or more taken in at the tent during the week, 
the local committee got only about $140 


The town council met on Friday last to consider the advisability of 
yetting a little license money from Chautauqua, and The Call believes 
hat if any enterainments at all should be charged a license, then 
Chautauqua should too, The local committee should not perhaps, but

Conserve Young Cattle 
Slaughter of Calves Results in (ireat 
Loss in Meat Production 

Wholesale and unnecessary des- 
truction of calves through the coun- 
try, has influenced W.\W, Fraser, re- 
cently appointed Live Stock Com- 
missioner for Manitoba, to warn far- 
mers to conserve they young cattle. 
He urges them against thoughtless 
slanghter of calves, and states that 
thousands are destroyed annualy, 
with consequent loss in meat produc- 
tion and dairy supplies. 

Could the public be brought to re- 
alize the astounding loss annually as 
a result of this destruction of calves, 
it would startle the most indifferent, 
Mr. Fraser states. The possibilities 
of a stertage of all food supplies 
which is causing already almost fam- 
ine prices, is alarming. 

The Department ol Agriculture 
working in conjunction with Mr. 
Fraser, is taking steps to protect cal- 
ves from slaughter, and more espec- 
ially among the dairies near the city, 
where thousands of calves have been 
sold to butchers or destroyed as soon 
as they were born, An arrangement 
is being made between dairymen and 
farmers whereby farmers can secure 
calves by paying a nominal charge 
price, and similar to that paid by 
butchers, thus preserving a calf that 
would be sold for $61 to one which 
when two and a half years old would 
be worth form $100 to $175,

| HELP FOR INEBRIATES 


Ontario Act Makes Provision For 
| Their Care and Cure 


The London Advertiser says: One 
of the acts passed at the 1916 session 
of the Ontario Legislature that de- 
Berves some mention was “an act to 
amend the hospitals for the insane 
act.” This act made provision for 
the admission, as a voluntary patient, 
of any alcoholic habitual, by the 
superintendent of the hospital, for 
care and treatment, but the patient 
must be capable of appreciating the 
fact that he is to be admitted as a 
voluntary patient. The time during 
which he may be detained is limited 
to one year. Of course the patient 
must agree to comply with the rules 
of the hospital. The patient may be 
discharged cured or incurable, or for 
breach of the rules. 

Another important provision {s that 
with respect to those so given over) 
to drunkenness as to render them in- 
capable of self-control, or of managing 
their own aifairs. In such cases a 
judges in chambers, or a magistrate, 
{f applied to by a relative or con- 
nection of the inebriates, or by the 
family physician, may cause a petition 
to be served on the inebriate setting 
forth the facts, and appointing a time 
for the hearing of the application. 
The hearing is to be conducted as/| 
other proceedings in courts are, and 
the judge or magistrate is to report 
the facts to the inspector of prisons 
and charities, and transmit thé evi- 
dence to him. 

The inspector may have the in- 
ebriate placed in a hospital or placed 
where he will be detained and treat- 
mont administered for a period not 
exceeding two years, And the judge 
or magistrate may have the inebriate 
in some safe and comfortable place, 
but notin a jail, prison or reform- 
atory. This {s a humane act in the 
true interests of the public, the in- 
ebriates and their families. One won- 
ders why such legislation has not long 
since found its way to the statute 
books. Tlie credit is due to one of 
the young members of the Legislature, 
a former Londoner, Thomas Hook, 
member for South Toronto, 
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| NEITHER FOOD NOR DRINK {| 


As an illustration of the keen sense 
of humor possessed by the famous 
Scottish judge, Lord Mackenzie, Sir 
J. H. A. Macdonald, late Lord Justice- 
Clerk, tells the following story in his 
Reminiscences. On. one occasion 
when the jury had retired to consider 
conviction or acquittal, they rang their 
bell, producing the usual stir of an- 
ticipation in court. It turned out, as 
reported by the macer, that they rang 
to ask if they might be allowed to 
have some water while they were in 
deliberation. According to the law ot 
Scotland, it is forbidden, when a jury 
has been enclosed, that they should 
be suffered to have any “meat or 
drink” until they have returned the 
verdict. Kverybody listened to.hear 
what the Judge would say. Lord™Mac 
kenzle, looking up meditatively, de- 
livered himself in slow and deliberate 
tones, heard throughout the court, 
thus: “Well, ye canna call it meat” 
(and then more rapidly), “and it sair- 
tainly is not a drink; they can have 
the water.” 


BRIQUETTING LIGNITE 


Prairie Provinces Might Adopt New 
Method and Save Money 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta contain many millions of tons of 
sub-bituminous coal and lignite but 
the comparatively low heating value 
of this coal and the fact that it dis- 
integrates rapidly when exposed to 
the air prevent its economical trans- 
portation for any considerable dis- 
tance, In fact, these provinces are 
now supplied almost entirely by coal 
‘rom the Crows Nest district in Al- 
oerta and British Columbia and from 

the United States, 

In a plant in Denver, Colorado, with 
@ capacity of 500 tons of lignite per 
day, lignite is distilled, the by-products 
are saved and the residue is manu- 
factured into briquettes. These bri- 
quettes are of very good qaulity, and 
are suitable for domestic or railway 
locomotive purposes, The lignite is 
charged into ovens having a capacity 
of 10 tons each. The ovens are heat- 
ed by gas flame between the walls. 
and distillation is carried on for 
about two hours without the admis- 
sion of oxygen from the atmosphere. 
During d'‘stillation about 100,000 cubic 
feet. of gas, 130 gallons of tar and 
26 pounds of ammonium sulphate, are 
removed per 10 tons of lignite, Ben- 
zol is removed from the gas and the 
gas is cleaned by electrical precipita: 
tion. While the raw lignite only con- 
tains 66 per cent. of fixed carbon, the 
briquettes average 84 per cent.

It will be interesting to know, if an 
all-round reduction of Government 
salaries takes place, whether the 
Bishop of Ripon will lose his $35 a 
year for acting as Clerk of the Closet, 
or the Usher of the Order of the 
Thistle (the Earl of Mansfield) get a 
fifty per cent. reduction of his salary 
of $4865 paid in war scrip? Then the 
Bishop of Oxford gets $506 as Chan 
cellor of the Order of the Garter, and 
the Duke of Hamilton and Brandon 
receives $228, as Hereditary Keeper of 
Holyrood Palace. Of course, these are 
only types of long-standing payments 
which have’ been in existence for 
Many, many years.

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~ BLECTRICITY IN HOMES 


Canadian Housewives Encouraged to 
Use it in Summer 

The use of electricity in the home 
fe gradually developing. Ite origina) 
utility as a source of light has been 
extended to the supplying of energ) 
for the electric iron and toaster, thc 
sewifg and washing machines and the 
vacuum cleaner. Blectric ranges are 
coming into general use, the firat ob- 
jection, the relatively high initial cost 
of the range, having been overcome 
One domestic use which electricity 
seems admirably adapted but which, 
thus far, has received insufficient at- 
tention is that of providing hot water. 
In many Canadian homes, the furnaces 
or coal ranges are provided with at- 
tachments to supply hot water for the 
kitchen, bath room and laundry dur- 
{ng the winter months. Ag the fur- 
nace remains unused from the middle 
of spring and coal ranges are not 
regularly used during summer, the 
supply of hot water throughout the 
house {s lacking from May to Novem- 
ber. Supplying this service by elec- 
tricity is a great conventence to the 
householder, and, at the same time, 
opens a new field for the desired sum- 
mer load to the central station or other 
organization dealing in electric energy. 

veral Canadian central stations, 
aware of the benefits to be derived 
from such a load, have introduced 
special systems of charging for this 
service. In Toronto, one organization 
has an arrangement with one small 
(600 watts) and one large (2,000 
watts) heating unit; the idea is to 
charge for the small unit on a moder 
ate flat rate basis and keep it opérat- 
ing -constantly for ordinary domestic 
needs, while the large unit, Which 
need be used only for abnormal re- 
quirements, such as laundering, is 
charged for at a low meter rate. The 
cost of the installation, inoluding 
Jacketted tank, plumbing, etc. is 
$80.00. Many companies do not meter 
the consumption of the hot water 
heater, charging a monthly flat rate 
for this service. 

These companies have aleo been en- 
couraging the ‘“cooking-by-wire”’' move- 
ment; usually, it is stipulated that 
water heater and range are to be 
served through the same double-way 
switch so that both the range and 
the heater, are not operated at the 
same time. The water heater is 
usually kept on continually except 
when using the range; thus, the boiler 
{s heated over night and, if properly 
jacketted with non-conducting ma- 
terial, remains hot enough through 
the day to supply the demand while 
the range is in service, 


{ SPRING FIRE-PEAK 


If the forest fire ranger was repre- 
sented by a line rising and falling as 
the danger increased or decreased 
there would be a sharp rise or “peak” 
in the few weeks after the winter 
snow leaves the woods. This {s so 


_mugh the case that the term “Spring 


Fires” is well known to every forester. 
The ground is dry, the dead leaves 
and herbage are sapless and tindery, 
and the least spark may start a fire 
that will sweep whole miles of forest. 
All who go to the woods are cautioned 
te see that they are especially care 
ful to put out completely their camp 
fires and to see that no fires start 
from matches, pipes, cigar stubs or 
fire arms. Canada has many fire 
guardians on duty in the spring but 
if these rules are observed much more 
timber will be saved than can be 
saved through the most strenuous ef- 
forts of fire fighters, The time to stop 
@ forest fire is before it starts, 


NEGLECTED FISH PAY 


Varieties, Once Despised, Yield Geod 
Returne in Kaget 


There are some fishes which, 
though not PSiad & wasted entirely, 
are by no means fully utilised. One 
of these is the horse-mackerel, or 
tuna, a huge fish which sometimes 
Teaches a weight of two or three hun- 
dred pounds. M. Pierre Lemy, a 
large Parisian merchant engaged in 
the prepared food business, says that, 
after the sardine, the tuna is the fish 
most important as a preserved pro- 
duct, There is an upward tendency 
fn the price of these fish at present 
in the world’s fish markets, Years ago, 
sword-fish fishery was unknown on 
Canadian coasts. Now there is a 
special fleet of boats engaged in cap- 
turing sword-fish., BHighty of these 
fish were caught in 1915 at Ingonish, 
GB. They ranged from 300 to 400 
pounds in weight, and one was caught 
at Pyeney which weighed 565 pounds. 
At four cents a pound, such a fish 
would be a prize for a fisherman. In 
Boston or New York, the price of 
sword-fish to the consumer was’ then 
about 25 cents per pound.

German Spy Disguised as Maid 
Found in Home of President 
of a U.S. Steel Factory 


After the war is ended the material 
collected by the secret service agents 
of the governmnt will be available for 
editing and publication, and it will 
tell as exciting and romantic a story 
of detective work as any that has 
been written by the masters of de- 
tective fiction. Not until this mat- 
erial is published will the public have 
good understanding of the magnitude 
of the work performed by the secret 
service, a8 well as the successes which 
its agents have achieved. 

It is due to information passesed 
by the administration and perhaps by 
some members of congress that the 
drastic espionage measure was draft- 
ed. For it came to the knowledge of 
the administration ‘that the ramifica- 
tions of the secret organizations 
which Germany has established in 
the United States were far-reaching, 
of great detail and perfected with 
wonderful skill, It becaine necessary 
to match the secret and underground 
work done or plotted by this organi 
zation with work cominitted to the 
secret service chiefly, although the 
police of the United States were fre- 
quently called into co-operation, 
Had this secret work, which had for 
its purpose the embarrassment of 
the allies, and, so far as possible, the 
cutting off of their supplies from the 
United States not been checked Eng- 
land and France certainly would have 
found themselves at times in a very 
serious position. ' 

It came to the knowledge of the 
authorities at Washington some time 
ago that Berlin was receiving aceu- 
rate information which told of the 
siiling of vessels from the United 
States the rgoes of which were 
made up of certain iron and steel ap- 
paratus npon which the allies in their 
fighting in France greatly depend, 
The plant where this apparatus is 
tuanufactured is near Philadelphia.

Life in a ‘‘U” Boat 
Sea Pirates Do Not Have a 
Hard Time 


There is a widely prevalent idea 
that a submarine being a cramped 
and dangerous sort of craft, life must 
of necessity be a hard thing for its 
erey

his opinion goes astray in that it 
leaves out of account the changes 
which increased displacement has 
wrought in submersible vessels, Not 
the least notable of these if a great 
improvement in living accommoda- 
tion. So much has this been better- 
ed that the complement of a modern 
"UJ" boat 


are more comfortable at 
sea, all things considered, than the 


crew of a Hun destroyer, For while 
the latter must face bad weather as 
best they can (when they venture to 
face it at all) the “U” boat can se- 
cure ease by going down until condi- 
tions improve She may “sleep” up- 
on the bottom until the weather mod- 
crates, or, if the water be too deep 
for that, submerge so far that surface 
wave motion no longer affects her, 
Her crew need not risk sea-sickness 
-—and they do not! 

Admittedly that is only part of the 
story, One may avoid rough weath- 
er and still find life afloat anything 
but joyful. Such matters as food, 
living conditions and general environ: 
ment are factors not to be overlook- 
ed, and in all of these the Hun pirate 
does not do so badly if from general 
environment we miss out the British 
navy, which is the one bunch of bit- 
ter herbs in Hans the Bucaneer's 
otherwise passable soup, 

Ine might imagine that being box- 
ed up in a steel cylinder for hours at 
a stretch subjects him to much phy 
ral discomfort. It does not. In 
fact, so far as the mien inside he 


c 
concerned, the mien of a boat 
would hardly know whether there 


craft was awash or submerged were 
it not for working the machinery 
that has to be put in motion to get 
lier up or down. Inside her they are 
quite warm and comfortable, not 
very hard worked, and able to move 
and breathe quite freely. For their 
leisure hours the “U" boat crews 
have gramophones and a good sup- 
ply of tobacco. 

A long submergence may result in 
the air in the boat getting somewhat 
heavy. Leaving out exceptional cir- 
cumstances, that is the worst to be 
said of it, and a few hours on the 
surface at night with the conning 
tower lid open will purify the atmos- 
phere within the craft so that she can 
dive for hour after hour again with- 
out her crew suffering any difficulty 
in respiration, 

For the majority of the men, work 
being light and living conditions not 
as irksome as one might suppose, the 
life of a pirate is not fraught 
many physical hardships and is 
fairly easy one. The war perils at- 
taching to it belongs to a side of the 
stcry which we are not looking at 
just now. In the matter of food the 
pirate is mostly able to “do himsell 
well.’ Cooking when below is ont 
of Phe question except to warm up 
some: water for him to dip his sau- 
sage in before he cats it, and Herr 
Kidd consequently has to content 
himself with cold meals for the most 
part, although he may dish himself 
up a good feast when his boat floats" 
awash, using for the purpose the 
electric cooker fitted in her, But al- 
though his meals through force ‘of 
circumstances may have to be serv- 
ed cold, they are substantial, The 
pirate sees to that, If his own lard- 
er runs low he replenishes it from 
the ships he overhauls. 

When they want food or any other 
stores the pirates take them from-the 
ships they attack, In fact, they “loot” 
these quite ematically, even to 
relieving the crews of their money, 
watches, rings, and other personal be- 
longings of even trifling value when- 
ever they think it safe to do so, 

At one time “OU” boats were sup- 
plicd with wine and cigars though 
one does not hear much of stich lux- 
ries aboard them now. None the 
less, they may be there in diminished 
quantities. Of this much there can, 
however, be little doubt: the German 
pirates do not lead such a hard life 
on the domestic side as is commonly 
supposed,—London Daily Mail.
